Be Is not, u far u this agency knows , an 
agent or regular informant of any U. 3. organisation, although 
he has from time to tine been in contact with U. 8. intelligence 
and allltaxy representatives, whoa he has tried to Interest in 
his acheaes for a European partisan force. It Is believed that 
hls presence end business In Egypt was in no way sponsored or 
guided by any a. S. agency, directly or Indirectly. Shortly 
after hie escape froa a German internment camp in 1947, Skorseny 
reportedly took up contact with the french Intelligence Service, 
moved secretly to Parle and lived there under official pro- 
tection fbr several years, until the press discovered bln and 
publicity forced bin to move to Spain, where be has since mAn 
hie residence. Skorseny has repeatedly told friends that he 
has severed all connection with French authorities.
